Wilkes Barre, l'a.. Not. 15.—A dar­ 
ing attempt to wreck the New York 
and Buffalo express ou the Lehigh 
Valley railroad at Warrier Him, near 
here, was frustrated by the presence 
of mind and quick action of IC van M.

Another Man For the Place. 


Washington, Nov. 15. — President 
Tait is planning to take up the high 
cost ot living in a special message to 
congress when he transmits the re­ 
port oi the tariff board’s investigation 
of the wool and c otton schedules. 
It is also said the president will 
vigorously renew 
his 
recommenda­ 
tions for a parcels post The tariff 
board s findings will show, it Is de­ 
clared, that much of the high coat of 
living is due to the middleman rather 
than the tariff. 
President Taft met the cabinet for 
the first time in three months. Secre­ 
tary .Stimson was the only member 
absent. 
Tile reassembling of 
the cabinet 
gave recurrence to the rumors that 
Sec rotary of Agriculture Wilson is to 
resign. This is generally believed to 
be true, and in official circ tea it I* 
stated that the secretary of agricul­ 
ture is only delaying the announce 
ment of his resignation until Presi­ 
dent Taft deludes upon another man 
for his place. It is said that the port­ 
folio Has been offered to at least two 
men prominent in scientific agricul­ 
tural work and declined. 
The meeting was devoted largely 
to consideration of 
the 
president's 
message and the official reports of the 
cabinet officers. The president s rec­ 
ommendation to congress for supple­ 
mentary 
an titrust legislation, prob­ 
ably along the lines of a federal in­ 
corporation ar), will be formed a'ter 
thorough 
conferences with Attorney 
General Wlckersham. 
It is understood that the president’s 
advisers pointed out that Hie work of 
the coming congress would center on 
two main issues—the tariff and the 
trusts. With Democratic leaders de 
daring for some readjustment of the 
Sherman law and th© Republican in­ 
surgents de* taring for some affirma­ 
tive legislation to point out the jiatbs 
for the legal conduct of big business, 
the 
president’s 
closest 
counsellors 
seem to favor some legislation which 
will permit business to go ahead and 
know where it stands. 
Tt became known that a decision 
in the National City bank case prob- j 
ably will I*** made scon by the presi­ 
dent. Powerful Chicago bankers are 
reported to be insisting that the le­ 
gality of such a corporation as the 
National City company be fully de­ 
termined before thev will give their 
full support to the Aldrich plan of 
currency reform.

Pekin, Nov. 15.—Optimism was the 
prevailing note In government circles. 
This feeling was caused by the re­ 
port that Prince Ching, acting pre­ 
mier, had received a telegram from 
General Ll Yuen Heng, commandei of 
the rebel forces, saying that he was 
prepared to treat for peace on eel ta ii 
terms, and by the statement that the 
army divisions, one to six inclusive, 
would agree to uphold the monarchi­ 
cal constitution and support Yuan Sh: 
Bal, provided the rebel leader’s terms 
agreed with those of the army. 
The imperial government issued an 
edict commanding Yuan Shi Kai lo 
accept the premiership for the coun 
try ’s welfare and ordering the vice­ 
roys and governors of all the prov­ 
inces to select three or five represen­ 
tative* who shall come to Pekin aud 
consult regarding the state of affair*. 
The edict also appoints delegates 
to visit the sixteen disturbed prov­ 
inces and pacify the people and an 
nounces that the throne donates one 
tael to each and all of the soldier s 
and police of Pekin; presumably in 
the hope of purchasing their loyalty. 
The government expresses the opin­ 
ion that the edict will go far toward 
restoring peace. 
A dispatch from Shanghai says that 
thirteen vessels of the imperial fl>:**t 
went over to the revolutionists. One 
of the largest cruisers steamed up 
the river 
past 
the 
settlement and 
dipped the white ensign in salute to 
the foreign warships, to which none 
of them responded. 
A telegram from Mukden says that 
Liang Chi Chiao, pioneer in the con­ 
stitutional movement in China, has 
arrived there and that delegates of 
the constitutional party are consult­ 
ing under his presidency as to the 
best means of ending the revolution 
without further bloodshed and regard­ 
ing measures necessary for the protec­ 
tion of the dynasty. 
Liang (’hi Chiao has been an ex­ 
ile in Japan since the palate revolu­ 
tion iii 1898.

State Supreme Court Declares It an 
Illegal Combination In Violation of 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 15 
The 
supreme court of Missouri in an opin­ 
ion by Justice Graves sustained the 
dec ision of the special commissioner, 
Theodore Brac e, in his finding for the 
ouster of the international Harvester 
Company of America. 
'I’lie court not ouly ousted tile com­ 
pany from its right to do business in 
Missouri, but imposed a tine of $50,- 
ooo, conditioned that, if the company 
paid the tine, separated Itself from the 
International Harvester Company of 
New Jersey, Hied a statement of its 
business and showed to the court thai 
it would obey the laws iu the future, 
it would be permitted to continue to 
do business in the state. It has sixty 
days to comply with the order. 
Judges Lamm, Brown, Ferris and 
Woodson 
concurred in the opinion. 
Chief Justhe Valliant wrote an opin 
Ion which was concurred in by Judges 
La nim, Brown and Ferris, it left the 
amount of the line to be fixed by the 
court after the company made a show­ 
ing that it would comply with the 
law. 
Judge Graves sustained the po 
sltion of Special Commissioner Brace 
on every contention 
The opinion found that competition 
was lessened and that practically all 
of the harvester business was done 
by the respondent company in the 
state. 
It held that It was contrary 
to the laws of the state of M asnort 
for one company to conduct the busi­ 
ness of another, as in this case. 
Judge Graves in his opinion says 
“The ra*i*ondent was a part and 
parcel of thin gigantic and nefarious 
•r heme. For some years it has been 
the mere sales agent of the interna 
tional Harvester company, the New 
Jersey company. It was licensed in 
this state to sell its own goods, but 
It Is now selling the goods of an 
other.” 
It ber ame known to the court that 
Wall street had been Informed of the 
decision before the court had run 
veiled. 
Where this information came 
from the Judges all professed not to 
know, but all were equally determined 
In announcing that the “leak* would 
become the subject for immediate and 
thorough Investigation. 
Ttie Judges were indignant to learn 
that so Important a decision had been 
made public long l*efore It was hand 
ed down and used possibly by power­ 
ful financial interests in New 
York 
and other markets to reap fortunes. 
The Intel national 
Harvester coni 
pany in September, 1910, was found 
guilty of violating ttie Missouri an't 
trust 
laws by a commissioner 
ap 
pointed by the state supreme court 
The case was submitted to the sit 
preme court for affirmation last April 
Ttie International 
Harvester com­ 
pany was organized in 1iN»2. 
It at* 
sorbed successively the McCormick, 
Deering. Warder, Bushnell A Glen* 
tier. Plane, Milwaukee. Keystone. Min­ 
nie, Airman Ar Miller, Buckeye com 
pany and the I*. M Osborne company 
The International Harvester com 
pany, t'ommissloner Bi ace declared in 
his report, by reason of It* enormous 
capital. $ 120,OOO,OhO, could not obtain 
a license in Missouri, so the Inter 
national Harvester Company of Amar 
Ira. a selling agent, was organized 
and obtained a license. This concern, 
Judge Brace said, was organized aim 
ply to evade the laws of Missouri.

REMOVE THE MUMMIES. 
A.— . ■ — 


Don’t Leave Th*m on Peach Tree* ta 
Infect the Treee Next Year. 
After all the fruit bae ripened and 
gone and the leaves have fallen there 
will still 
remain on many of the 
peach trees the dried up remains of 
peaches. These dry, withered peaches 
are called mummies. Drobably because 
they are dead aud y « seem to exist a 
long time without rotting. 
Mummied 
peaches will hang on the tree all fall 
and winter, end often till far into the 
( follow log spring, when the new grow­ 
ing buds and shoots push them off. 
To all appearances they are harmless. 
But the mummy on the peach tree 
is a source of great evil in the fruit 
orchard business. 
On Its sunken hide 
it carries hundreds of thousands of 
spores of disease. 
Next year these 
spores, if ut lowed to remain in the 
orchard, will be carried by wind, rain 
and other agencies to other trees, to 
cause the growing and ripening crop 
to rot. 
Many years the peach trees blossom 
freely, a bundu nee of fruit sets and 
grows to maturity, the peaches begin 
to color and ripen, when all at once, 
within a few days’ time, they all be­ 
gin to rot. 
Almost before we know It 
all of the peaches on all the trees In 
the orchard have rotted. 
Where there 
was prospect for a large and valuable 
crop of (lerfect peaches now Is only 
more thau worthless rotten trash, and 
all has happened before we could bely 
ourselves. 
The remedy for disease Id the or­ 
chard caused by spores Is spraying and 
washing with bordeaux mixture. This 
mixture will kill and keep in check 
tieurly 
all 
fungous diseases if the 
treatment is given In the right way 
anti at the right times. 
Of course it is needless to make the 
applications after the disease or rot 
bus once got under way, any more 
than It Is to give medicine to a sick 
animal when It is flying. 
The disease 
must lie taken la time and the rnedi 
tine given in the earlier stages if It 
Is to do m uch good, aud prevention 
Is latter than cure. 
The |*ea*-h mummies should be re­ 
moved front the peach trees just as 
soon lit the fall as the falling of the 
leaves will permit all of them to be 
Immediately burned to get them out of 
the way and to kill the spores adher­ 
ing to them to prevent them flying in 
the air of the orchard and causing the 
next season's crop of peaches to rot. 
lf this Is promptly and carefully 
done every year in your own orchard 
ami iii your neighbor’s—there will l»e 
less rotten fruit
